We are unable to determine who issued the particular note you sent. Since 
scrip was issued by merchants, individual tribes and the U.S. Government 


it would be very hard to determine where this particular one orginated. 


I did locate a Bryan's Trading Post which was close to Locust Grove, 


Cherokee Nation. That is the closest thing I found to Bryant's Store. 


I am enclosing references from the Indian Pioneer History Collection 
pertaining to scrip, which should give you some ideal of how much it was 
used. The numbers on the left note the volume and the numbers on the right 
are the page numbers. We have the collection here and they are also at 


the Western History Collection at the University of Oklahoma.

NORTH FORK, CREEK NATION 


North Fork, now defunct, was located near the site of present day Eufaula, Oklahoma. Founded in the early nine- 
teenth century, it became an important trading center for the Creeks. Many intertribal meetings were held there and 
three treaties with the Confederate States were signed in North Fork. Often called ‘‘Micco" by the Creeks, it was 
abandoned when the Missouri-Kansas Texas Railroad was built through the Creek Nation in 1872. Most of North 
Fork’s residents moved to the railroad, a few miles distant, and established the town of Eufaula.

Notes numbered 1, 2, 5 and 6 are presumed unique. They bear handwritten dates of April, 1862, as well as manu- 
script signatures of ‘Frit.’ M. Sanger as cashier. Little or no information concerning the activities of the Sanger firm 
in North Fork has come to light. Mixed blood citizens of the Creek Nation, they are known to have operated a store in 
Okmulgee following the Civil War. It can be assumed that they offered some banking services to their customers 
during their stay in North Fork, as did many of the early frontier merchants. 

The right hand vignette shown on these notes also appears on patriotic envelopes of the period, and is there entitled 
‘Away Down South in Dixie.”
